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At some time after the beshnning of the Korean war, the provincial departments 

of the North Korean Ministry of tnternal Affairs added to the Inspection Bureau 
of each department a Suppression Unit Section (Tu Pél Kwa),1 headed by a Major, 
with a staff of one senior captain, two captains, and one lieutenant, This 
section is assigned the task of investigating and arresting ROK army stragglers 
hiding in North Korea, and North Koreans who are collaborating or did collaborate 
with ROK youth groups and United Nations military units. 


In the Security Bureau (jf An Kuk) of the provincial departments of the Inter- 
nal. Affairs Ministry, there is a Review Section (KimySl Kwa), which ppasses. on 
all administrative activities in the bureau and investigates any acts of mis- 
feasance or malfeasance by bureau employees, This section maintains close 


liaison with the Staff Section of rtment, and calls regular meetings of 
the Security Bureau staff to discu dministration of the unit and the 
conduct of the employees. Another in the Security Bureau is the. External 


Affairs Section (toe Sa Kwa), which handles relationships between the department 
and minority elements in the population and between the department and foreign 
visitors, One of the groups with which this section maintains contact is the 
Overseas Chinese Association. Both the Review Section and the External Affairs 
Section are headed by first lieutenants, who have one or two other officers on 
their staff to help in the work.
